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Auto Insurers Seek Adequate Rates 


on B.I., P.D.: PH. D. Losses Increase

These are tough times for automobile 
insurers. On bodily injury*and property 
damage liability insurance, the increase 
in frequency and severity of losses the 
first four months of 1951 is characterized 
as savage. The physical damage ex- 
perience is no better than it should be, 
and some of the large insurers lost 
money in the first four months. 

There is a grim determination in the 
casualty field to lay aside everything 
and concentrate on getting rates up to 
solvency level. Other problems loom 
beyond, such as the threat of compul- 
sory, unsatisfied judgment funds, secur- 
ity funds, state funds; but the critical 
business at hand at midyear is to get 
in enough money to stay in business. 


Emergency Increase Pattern 


It is understood that the pattern of 
rate increases which was followed in 
New York in connection with the hike 
effective July 1 is to be followed else- 
where. This was an emergency increase 
across the board, state wide, all ter- 
ritories, all private passenger and com- 
mercial classes. The only exceptions 
were the so-called miscellaneous lines 
such as non-ownership, public vehicles, 
hired cars, etc. 

In New York apparently the idea is 
to review rates in six months. At that 
time 1950 experience will be available 


in statistical form and some of the 
factors controlling the situation, such 
as inflation and the war, can be re- 


assessed. This would mean that before 
the end of the year, companies again 
would closely scrutinize the indices that 
go into rates. Presumably, at that time, 
if such a course is justified, automobile 
underwriters would adjust rates ter- 
ritory to territory and allow for a pro- 
jection or trend factor. 


Earlier Date Means Needed Money 


were some complaints about 
effective date since by the 
time of the announcement, a few days 
before June 1, many companies and 
producing offices already had some of 
their July renewals processed. However, 
putting rates through at July 1 rather 
than Aug. 1 will give companies about 
$3 million more than they otherwise 
would receive. In view of the emer- 
gency, companies apparently were not 
averse to getting the increases earlier 
even though it meant some extra work. 
The renewals that already had been 
handled, of course, had to be rehandled. 

Frankly, company underwriters do not 
know that the increases they have re- 
ceived or seek will be enough to get 
them out of the red. They will help off- 
set the rising frequency and severity 
which the first four months of the vear 
produced. 


Bad Experience Is World Wide _ 


It is not surprising to find that the 
increase in frequency and severity of 
automobile B.I. and P.D. claims is world 
wide, and not just confined to the United

America, Germany, Africa, etc., the ef- 
fects of inflation are being felt, along 
with those due to a greater motoring 
population. One observer thinks also 
that the condition the world finds it- 
self in today, of war and the threat of 
war, has tended to increase carelessness, 
to reduce among motorists respect for 
the rights of others, and _ stimulate 
exploitation of claims situations. 

Across the board percentage increases 
of an emergency nature are not re- 
garded as unmitigated blessings by the 
companies, though they do reflect the 
critical nature of the situation. Today 
automobile B.I. and P.D. business is a 
keg of dynamite and unless companies 
and commissioners are realistic, it is 
of course possible that more insurers 
will go broke. Granting of increases in- 
dicates commissioners realize companies 
need money and need it quickly. Yet 
companies recognize that independents 
can step into some territories in a state 
where experience has remained fairly 
good and pick up some business. 


Concerned About Future 


With enough premiums to pay losses, 
for which companies are hopeful as a 
result of the increases, there arises the 
worry as to what the public will do. 
The suggestion of some kind of effort to 
tell the public the full story has been 
discussed. This would require a good 
deal of money and a considerable amount 


of cooperation within the business, and 
is not likely to happen. 
A continuing public education pro- 


gram on a $2 billion line seems worth- 
while to some insurance people. It would 
at least have the benefit of condition- 
ing the public to rate increases. It would 
do some good in removing the onus of 
responsibility for rate increases from 
the backs of insurance companies, 
though the most important point here 
is that in doing this it would then be 
possible to fix the responsibility where 
it belongs, on the members of the pub- 
lic themselves. It would also offer the 
insurers a vehicle for bringing home— 
and it would be necessary to do this 
repeatedly in order to create any ap- 
preciable effect—that the burden of high 
rates and large premiums is not going 
to be lightened by legislation that would 
establish compulsory insurance, a state 
fund, etc., etc., etc. The insurance people 
know this, but much of the public does 
not and is apt to be attracted by any 
change that offers a promise, no matter 
how false, of alleviation. 

It is interesting to note that insurers 
have not completely sold the business 
itself, including producers, on the neces- 
sity for increases. 


Rates at Starvation Point 


Many executives recognize that an in- 
crease in rates does not solve wholly 
a complex, large, problem. With the in- 
creases, the premium for automobile 
insurance, B.J. and P.D., reaches a 
point, at least in populous, bad claim 
centers like New York, Chicago, etc., 
where alternative methods of supplying

coverage or securing it make a strong 
appeal. 

Have premiums for the coverage 
reached the saturation point? What 


saturation point means is not specified, 
but the term indicates the belief by 
those who use it that a public faced 
with such high costs is going to hustle 
around and try to bring them down, by 
the purchase of mutual insurance, or by 
starting to beat the drum for a state 
fund, compulsory automobile, or both. 
What is produced, some underwriters 
and executives feel, is a situation that 
contains a lot of political dynamite. 

Just what the insurance business can 
do about the matter is hard to say. It is 
not easy to see clearly what its respon- 
sibility in the matter is. With auto- 
mobile premiums constituting so large 
a portion of the business written today, 
the loss of it, either quickly or grad- 
ually, would be serious indeed to the 
future of insurance. Insurers did not 
create the situation, their purpose has 
been and apparently will be confined 
to insure it. 
Causes of Deterioration 

The condition has been created by the 
very large population of automobiles, 
the high level of dollar value per unit 
that is being raised even higher by war 
and inflation; the now generally ac- 
cepted philosophy that those who cause 
accidents must at all times be financially 
responsible for paying their economic 
cost; inadequate and improper road- 
ways, urban and rural; carelessness and 
downright bad manners of motorists; 
liberality of juries with other people’s 
money and the willingness of judges to 
uphold excessive verdicts. 


For just what part of this insurance 
companies are responsible it is hard to 
say. 

One thing that seems to be becoming 
more apparent as time goes on is that 
the automobile population has to be 
100% insured. Just how the final few 
percentage points of uninsured drivers 
in financial responsibility states are to 
be forced into line is a question. It is 
doubtful that it can be done this side 
of compulsory. Yet officials of sev-. 
eral states have indicated they are ab- 
solutely insistent on 100% coverage, 
they do not care how it is done. If in- 
surers don’t do it, they indicate they 
will call on the legislators to accom- 
plish the fact. 

Compulsory automobile insurance bills 
were introduced in 21 states during the 
1951 legislative season. None passed, 
but the number of introductions was 
considerably higher than normal. There 
were also unsatisfied judgment bills 
introduced in three states. 

Financial responsibility laws passed 
or were expected to be passed before 
the end of the legislative season in 10 
states—Arizona, Delaware, Connecticut, 
Georgia, Montana, Ohio, Oregon, Texas, 
Utah and West Virginia. Al! of these 
were 5/10 bills with the property dam- 
age breaking point at $50 to $200, ex- 








cept Connecticut where the limits are 
20/20. 
Everything has been put aside in 


favor of the emergency rate increases.

Phat is the big need of the moment and 
will be for several months. Among 
items put over are form changes. It is 
likely that when underwriters get back 
to them later on they will analyze any 
change carefully in the light of then 
current conditions. 

Underwriters are asking themselves 
today how much more coverage they 
can put in the automobile policy before 
the rates get so high customers rebel. 
They point out that companies do not 
make money when rates are going up, 
but only when experience has leveled 
off or is going down. 

Today it is difficult to find anything 
that is not covered in the standard au- 
tomobile policy. There are some refine- 
ments which could be added, but these 
are of a minor nature. One is automatic 
drive other car coverage for other than 
spouse. This now has to be bought sep- 
arately. It is not yet settled all around 
that even as minor a broadening of the 
policy as this should be done, not in 
these times. 

Opinion in the business is that the 
single limit is inevitable though this, 
too, has been put aside for the moment. 
Apparently an argument for it is the 
possibility of saving some money on 
expense. One limit, it is said, would 
considerably reduce the figuring. The 
savings figured on the entire B.J.-P.D. 
volume would run into the thousands of 


dollars a year, perhaps more than .5%. 


How to Handle F.R. 


If the.single limit is adopted, the 
problem of financial responsibility laws 
that require $1,000 or some other speci- 
fied amount for property damage could 
be taken care of in the language of pol- 
icy conditions—$1,000 (or whatever the 
amount is) would be specifically set 
aside to meet the requirements of the 
F.R. law. A‘single limit means that the 
motorist who has been carrying 5/10/5 
would carry $15,000, and addition of the 
limit for an accident involving bodily 
injuries to more than one person plus 
the P.D. limit. In Connecticut under 
the new law thaf calls for 20/20/1, the 
single limit would have to be $21,000; 
in New York where limits July 1 are 
10/20/5, $25,000. (Incidentally, the sin- 
gle limit would eliminate much use of 
slanted lines in insurance periodicals.) 

One implication in the adoption of a 
single limit is probable eventual dev elop- 
ment of a single, uniform commission 
scale on the automobile package. At 
present local agents are paid 17.5% on 
bodily injury, 20% on P.D. and 25% on 
physical damage, in general. There 
would be some objections, particularly 
from general agents on the casualty 
side. Insurers presently do not have 
much to say on this point. But certain- 
ly if a single limit would reduce the fig- 
uring as respects rates, a single percent- 
age for commission would also save 
thousands of dollars per year spent on 
computing commissions—one rate for 
B.I., one for P.D. and a third for Ph.D, 
in one policy. 


Territories Tally in One Place 


In this category there is of course the 
idea of bringing more closely in agree- 
ment where that is possible the rating, 
etc., of physical damage and B.I. and 
P.D. One tangible result of the think- 
ing along this line is that soon, in 
Georgia, the rating territories will for 
the first time in any state be completely 
in accord, PH. D.—B.I., P.D. Here 
again the idea is to reduce the cost of 
doing business. 

Some thought has been given to use 
of renewal certificates. If these are 
used, it would be necessary to put in the 
policy an escalator clause to make the 
renewal certificate tally with changes 
that occur in the policy. 

The big drive of course is to reduce 
expenses. These have been going up in 
casualty operations and concern about 
them reflects sound business manage- 
ment as well as a feeling for the trustee 
nature of the insurance operation. 

Underwriters and others are curious 
as to what the effect of the increase in 


limits in New York and Connecticut 
will have on claims and losses. Some 
contend that increases of tort death

limits in some states, such as Wiscon- 
sin, where the limit is $15,000, and Con- 
necticut, where it is $20,000, have in- 
fluenced basic rates upward. This is 
countered to some extent in Connecticut 
by the argument that there the Hart- 
ford circus fire made people claim con- 
scious. 


Hope in Trend Factor 


The trend factor is regarded as at 
least a partial and perhaps a total solu- 
tion to a problem that has harassed 
the so-called organization companies for 
years. Agents and underwriters alike 
have criticized the organization compa- 
nies for moving slowly on rate adjust- 
ments in the automobile casualty field. 
In a period when experience is souring, 
as at present, insurers do not get in- 





creases fast enough to ie up wid es 
procession. Statistics are too far be- 
hind. In times when experience is im- 
proving, the independent insurers quick- 
ly take advantage of the situation by 
cutting rates and capturing business be- 
fore organization companies can move. 

Organization companies do not move 
slowly simply because they like to do 
so. They are as sensitive to competi- 
tion as anybody. But they do follow 
experience closely. If each company 
jumped immediately when competition 
increased, it is questionable if the busi- 
ness could be conducted at all. The 
large bulk of the business must follow 
experience closely or it will get a good 
deal further out of gear than it is now. 

With the trend factor, companies 
could move ooew- 
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No sooner had the emergency rate 
increase gone into effect in New York, 
an increase of 20% on B.I. and 10% 
on P.D., than Farm Bureau Mutual was 
advertising over the radio a 20% saving. 
Yet it is understood that the mutuals 


and independents have materially cut 
their commitments in the New York 
metropolitan area in recent weeks. One 


large mutual is said to have reduced its 
writings by one-third and is studying 
the possibility of reducing them even 
further. Another cancelled off about 
100 producers and expected to cancel 
more. 

This highlights the fact that the auto- 
mobile situation is bad and that it is 
bad all over. It emphasizes that all in- 
surers are in the same boat. The truth

of that personnel as the years go on? 


Defenses Likely to Be Tested 


Not being to blame is no help in the 
present situation. Even if they could 
convince the public that this is so, the 
public would not, without leadership, 
proceed to solve the problem at its root 
causes. . Insurers are not altogether 
helpless in attempting to head off com- 
pulsory insurance, state funds, and the 
like. But there is a growing feeling in 
the business that whatever abilities the 
business has in the way of defense are 
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going to be fully tested and ilies 
overtested in the next year or two or 


three. These defenses may not be 
enough. 
Perhaps the best thing companies 


have done is to promote the young driv- 
er education movement. This comes 
close to being a real solution to the 
problem of traffic accidents. It hits at 
the root of that problem, on a long 


range basis. But they (and agents) 
may not be doing enough of this. With 
American Automobile Assn. moving 


into this field, the casualty companies 
might lose the initiative. 


UNDERWRITING 








There is little underwriters can do to 
help the loss situation. With the size 
of the automobile casualty business, it 
is almost impossible to do anything that 
will improve the insurer’s ratio. Un- 
derwriters, like loss men, do the best 
they can and hope for a slowdown in 
inflation, an improvement in the atti- 
tude of courts and juries, higher rates, 
etc., only one or two of them within 
their control or influence. 

Companies are still underwriting 
agencies. There are still agencies that 
produce bad business; that is, the ex-

perience on business re from that 
source is worse than it is for the busi- 
ness of agents on the average. Some 
territorial underwriting can be done. 
For example, one state that used to be 
unfavorable for B.I. and P.D. has be- 
come profitable, and at least one com- 
pany writing a considerable volume in 
that area is making money. This kind 
of thing, however, provides only limited 
relief. This is particularly true with 
respect to geographical underwriting. 
Some companies have operated on the 
principle of moving into territories 
where experience is_ satisfactory and 
moving out of territories where it is not. 
Latterly the experience hasn’t been 
much good anywhere. It is bad every- 
where, but worse in some areas. 


GIs and Young: Drivers 


Another thing that underwriters have 
done is to ask production offices to 
watch out for the young driver and the 
GI driver. Both are burning the hell 
out of the companies, especially the GI 
who is driving a car at a training camp. 
Insuring or not insuring the GI makes 
for a ticklish situation. Soundly oper- 
ated companies believe all they can do 
is to have their production forces avoid 
solicitation of such business. If it 
comes in over the counter, the appli- 
cant can be asked if he can buy the

the situation. Fewer cases are going 
to court. If it is at all possible to 
settle, at anything like a reasonable 
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figure, cases are being settled, a consid- 
erably higher percentage than for- 
merly. Loss departments recognize that 
they no longer can go into court with 
a good defense and come out for less 
than plaintiff’s asking price. More likely, 
they will emerge with a verdict that is 
higher than any early settlement offer, 
no matter how ridiculous that appears 
at the time. 

One loss man sees the possibility of 
today’s claim cost situation leveling off, 
but is not optimistic that it will de- 
cline. Insurers must continue to get 
more money, as long as present condi- 
tions prevail, which may be quite a 
time. 


Agents’ Stake in Situation 


The time ahead is not going to be 
an easy one for agents, either. Rates are 
certainly not going down and are likely 
to go up, except for minor territorial 
adjustments, and this can be said for 
both the physical damage and the B.I. 
and P.D. The early indications are 
that present rates for the young driver 
classification are not enough. 

The emergency increases to some ex- 
tent may create additional work for 
agents. In New York they were put 
through promptly and the effective date 
was a month after the announcement. 
This meant that some producers had to 
recall and rehandle renewals that had 
already been processed, renewals with 
an effective date beyond July 1. There 
was strong criticism of the companies by 
agents for short notice and for failure 
to confer with agents in advance on the 
move. But the companies needed the 
money and pressure for an early effec- 
tive date came as much from the in- 
surance department as any other source. 

Agents have a big stake, just as the 
companies do, in the automobile line. 
There already has been some criticism 
of flat, percentage, state-wide increases 
that apply to the entire premium dollar, 
the commission portion as well as losses. 
Unquestionably agents need more

ASSIGNED RISKS 





1941, the ex- 
assigned risk 
has been far in ex- 
cess of the 55% permissible. Yet from 
time to time agents and others run into 
the statement that the plans are being 
operated at a profit. 

Apparently this kind of report arises 
from the fact that in some single year, 
the experience of a single company on 
the automobile risks assigned to it will 
be satisfactory, that is, below 55%. 

But those responsible for operation 
of the plans know of no company that 
has been taking assigned risks _ since 
the beginning that has not experienced 
a loss on this type of business over 
the entire period. Year in and year out 
the ratio runs from 75% to 100%, 
incurred to earned. The single year ex- 
perience of a single company, of course, 
is not significant. It simply means that 
in that year the company was lucky and 
can put away a dollar or two against 
the losses it will have next year or that 
it had last year.

ness is to complete the application 
properly. Approximately 60% of ap- 
plications still have to be sent back 
to agents for corrections. The producers 
simply forget, overlook, or bypass one 
or more, questions in the application. 
They do not furnish the full particulars, 


and this is one application which has 
to produce every time all pertinent in- 
formation if the risk is to be assigned. 
This means delay as well as expense, 
the delay amounting to three days or 
more where there is an out-of-town mail 
delivery. Naturally coverage for insured 
is delayed. 

Though managements of the plans 
have from time to time attempted to 
reduce this 60%, they have been unable 
to do so since the plans were inaugu- 
rated. 

The plans themselves, of course, are 
vastly improved over what they were at 
inception. Detail has been reduced or 
eliminated for producers and companies. 
Elapsed time from application to assign- 
ment has been substantially reduced. 
The plans have met on a _ voluntary 
basis new problems as they have arisen. 
For example, the plan in New York 
is expected to furnish 10/20 limits, to 
meet the change in the financial respon- 
sibility law there effective July That 
plan also quickly accomodated the as- 
signed risks in Preferred Accident, 
when Preferred went into liquidation. 


PH.D. Losses Rise, Red Ink for Some 


The physical damage experience is 
suffering from much the same ailments 
as B.I. and P.D. Most companies lost 
money in the first quarter of 1951 on 
this part of the automobile insurance 
package. April improved somewhat to 
provide about an even break for the 
four months. It is notable that those 
reporting the worst experience are the 
larger insurers in this field. Some smaller 
insurers were still comfortably on the 
profit side at the beginning of May, 
These results, in the face of trends 
which promise worse to come, have 
resulted in some tightening up of the 
market, a disposition to cut loose or 
reduce finance company business, and 
some adjustment of agency committ- 
ments. Conditions in the physical dam- 
age field are by no means as severe 
as they are in B.I. and P.D., but much 
the same thing is happening. The mu- 
tuals are also tightening up nationally 
and becoming more selective in their 
choice of business. 
Companies writing 
automobile, through National Auto- 
Automobile Underwriters Assn. are able 
to get their experience these days more 
quickly than formerly, and experience 
was scheduled to be reviewed in June. 
What will come out of this review will 
depend on the findings from the ex- 
oxagoners analysis. These companies also 
are ready to use the trend factor if it 
is vented to keep the operation in the

Driving Faster, Hitting Harder 


physical damage 


Those companies writing a lot of the 
business report that the number of acci- 
dents is up markedly and the severity 
is much greater. An examination of 
losses as they go through shows clearly

that motorists are driving faster 
hitting harder. In addition, of course, 
the cost of labor has increased, (in 


New York City some shops are paying 
$6 an hour) and the scarcity of parts 
with the inevitably accompanying rise 
in their price is of real concern to under- 
writers. They do not see any allevia- 
tion ahead. 

Automobile dealers have made a lot of 
money in the last few years. However, 
they remember the second war, during 
which as automobiles became scarcer 
they had to rely more for their income 
on parts and repair departments. Anti- 
cipating a shortage of cars, dealers 
have stocked up heavily on parts, and 
they expect to make their money in- 
creasingly from their shops as auto- 
mobiles become harder to get. The 
independent repair shops, which have 
to buy parts from jobbers, aren’t going

1 an alarming increase in 
vandalism and mischief losses. Most 
of them are coming from congested 
areas like New York and Chicago where 
congestion itself seems to be an invita- 
tion to the destructive impulse in young- 
sters and where there is, of course, the 
lack of elbow-room for the kids and 
variety in their activities. 

The losses indicate that youngsters 
are dancing on the tops of cars and 
leaping from the roof of one car to the 
next, or attempting to do so, where they 
are parked bumper to bumper. Other 
claims reveal that the kids have used 
a baseball bat on automobiles, suggest- 
ing that perhaps they need more bhase- 
ball diamonds in the cities. 

Undoubtedly, some claims do _ not 
actually originate as vandalism and 
malicious mischief type losses. For ex- 
ample, one car may scrape another as 
it tries to squeeze into a parking space, 
and the claim is made that the car was 
scraped with a stick, by a kid. There 
is also an increased awareness that this 
type of loss is covered by the com- 
prehensive policy. Not long ago at an 
insurance luncheon, a waiter in a famous

New York hotel leaned over the 
shoulder of the automobile vice-presi- 
dent of one company and asked: “Are 
you in the automobile insurance busi- 
ness? If my car is scratched by kids, 
does the comprehensive insurance cover 
me?” 

Unquestionably postwar changes in 
car design have increased loss costs 
for insurers. For example, top glass 


replacement used to be $25 and today 
on curved glass is $60 to $90. Under- 
writers mention this simply as an ob- 
servation, since the designs being used 
today are apt to continue. If automobile 
manufacturers were to run short of 
chrome, glass, etc., in the days ahead, 
design might change, but insurers cer- 
tainly don’t think their problems will 
cause manufacturers to alter the models. 

There is not much agitation at the 
moment on a score of commissions. 
When physical damage experience im- 
proved after the second war, there was 
a period in which some agents tried to 
get a few more points. Most companies, 
it is understood, held the line, and in 
excepted cities some commissions were 
cut from 35% to 30%. Quite a few com- 
panies maintained that reduction and it 
is in effect today.

Form of a Floater Used to Cover 
A Machine Any Where It 
May Be in This Country. 

It is quite difficult to obtain insurance 
on automobiles that will cover the ma- 
chines anywhere in the United States. 
Many companies will insure automobiles 


in a barn or shed while they are lo- 
cated therein, but will not cover these 
machines while they are being used. 


Some companies even decline to insure 
them at all. Most local boards have a 
floater for private automobiles covering 
the machines under the jurisdiction 
of these boards. The rates range from 
2 to 2% per cent. 

In Chicago, the Liverpool & London & 
Globe, the Northern of England, Phenix 
of Brooklyn, St. Paul, National of Hart- 
ford, and Springfield will write auto- 
mobile floaters. The St. Paul will write 
automobiles under a floater form, cover- 
ing anywhere in the United States at a 
rate of 3 per cent. The following is the 
form used.

Lightning—This policy also covers 
direct loss or damage to the property in- 
sured by lightning (meaning thereby 
the commonly accepted use of the term 
“lightning,” and in no case to include 
oss or damage by cyclone, tornado 
or windstorm), whether fire ensues or 
not; it being made a condition of this 
contract that any loss or damage to 
dynamos, exciters, lamps, switches, 
motors, or other electrical appliances 
or devices, such as may be caused by 
lightning or other electrical currents, 
artificial or natural, is expressly ex- 
cluded, and that this company is liable 
only for such loss or damage to them 
as may occur in consequence of fire 
originating outside of the appliance or 
device itself. It is also a condition of 
this contract that if there is other insur- 
ance upon the property damaged this 
company shall be liable only for such 
proportion of any direct loss or damage 
by lightning (except as above stated) 
as the amount hereby insured bears to 
the whole amount insured _ thereon, 
whether such other insurance contains 
a similar clause or not. 


Coinsurance Clause Used 


It is part of the consideration for 
this policy and the basis upon which the 
rate of premium is fixed that the as- 
sured shall maintain insurance on the 
property described by this policy to 
the extent of at least eighty (80) per 
cent of the actual cash value thereof, 
and that failing so to do the assured 
shall be an insurer to the extent of 
such deficit, and to that extent shall 
bear his, her or their proportion of any 
loss, and it is expressly agreed that in 
case there shall be more than one item 
or division in the form of this policy, 
this clause shall apply to each and 
every form separately. 

Some companies discriminate between 
gasoline and other motors, declining 
gasoline machines.
